Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys, and Reagan agreed on 
the proposal in a rare show of 
bipartisan unanimity. 
The compromise also had the 
backing 
of

Republicans, but Senate Democrats 
withheld an endorsement. 
Reagan said the proposal would 
answer the state Supreme Court’s 
landmark Serrano decision, which 
held that the present system of 
financing 
public 
schools 
is 
unconstitutional because it relies 
too heavily on local property taxes, 
d iscrim inating 
ag ain st 
poor 
districts. 
The compromise was designed to 
provide more funds to low wealth 
school districts. 
Under 
the 
plan, 
a 
married 
homeowner 
with 
two children, 
making $10,000 a year and owning a 
$20,000 
home 
would recieve 
an 
overall tax reduction of $98. The 
same man with a $20,000 income and 
a $33,000 home would have his 
overall taxes reduced by $48. 
A 
married 
renter 
with 
two 
children and a $10,000 income would 
see his taxes reduced by $2. If he 
earned $15,000 his overall taxes 
would increase $59. 


About 
$715 million 
would 
be 
provided for homeowners property 
tax 
relief, 
granted 
through 
an 


property tax exemption to $1,750 in 
the first year of the plan and 
rollbacks in property tax rates in 
some school districts. 


The 
business 
inventory 
tax 
exemption would be raised from 30 
to 40 per cent at a cost of $45 million. 
Public schools would receive an 
additional $530 million, including an 
“urban factor” to assist big city 
schools. 


To finance all this, the state sales 
tax would be increased from five to 
six cents on the dollar, bringing in 
$596 million. 


Personal income taxes would also 
be raised by adding .35 to all rates, 
raising an estimated $198 million.

Wire screen making attorneys dizzy, ill

A Santa Barbara attorney claimed today 
that a black wire screen through which 
attorneys must converse with their clients 
at the county jail in Goleta Valley has the 
effect of causing “ dizziness and nausea.” 
Attorney James T Lindsey asserted that 
he intends to seek a writ of habeas corpus 
to have a client-defendant released from 
the jail the next time he is required to 
make use of the screen 


He declared other attorneys are also 
bothered by the screen, and prisoners 
likewise. 
Complaints originally made to Sheriff 


John W Carpenter have now been carried 
further to Presiding Judge Chides S. 
Stevens, Jr.. it is learned 
“ The matter is so serious I have called it 
to the attention of the Superior Court,” 
Lindsey declared 
“ Judge Stevens has 
indicated he has been mindful of the 
problem ” 
The sheriff has taken the position, 
Lindsey said, that the jail was designed 
before he took office in January, 1971 He 
lacks funds to set up another facility, it was 
shown 
Lindsey explained the wire screening is 
“ woven in such a way as to cause dizziness. 
As you stand there talking with your client, 
the design is such that within minutes you 


have trouble with your eyesight, and it is 
impossible to continue.” 
Interviews of any length have a “ decided 
effect on the eyes, and produces an effect 
of nausea,” Lindsey added. “ You have to 
back away from the screen and move your 
head from side to side to mitigate the 
effects of it ” 
Lindsey said he and others who have 
criticized the screening also find fault with 
the arrangement requiring both counsel 
and prisoners to stand up while conferring 
A separate interview room, to allow 
legal counsel and clients to confer openly 
and be able to examine documents is 
sought, Lindsey said.

DOD cuts back meat 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e Defense 
Department said Friday it will reduce its 
inventory of meats —beef, lamb, pork, fish 
and poultry —by 50 per cent for at least the 
next four months to help reduce meat 
prices in supermarkets. 
The Pentagon’s annual purchases of 
meat for troop consumption normally 
include 123.3 million pounds of beef worth 
$117.4 million; 76.5 million pounds of pork 
worth $46.3 million, and 59.6 million pounds 
of poultry worth $23.9 million. 
“ It is our intention to reduce our 
purchases of beef by 10 per cent for the 
next four months,” a Pentagon spokesman 
said. 


Six shot, two killed 


DURHAM, N. C. (UPI)—Six persons 
were shot Friday night —two of them 
fatally—as gunfire from a passing pickup 
truck riddled a panel truck on Interstate 85. 
The deaths brought to six the number 
killed in three public shooting incidents in 
the past month in the Raleigh, N.C. area. 
The shots came from a burgundy-colored 
pickup truck about 7:30 p m., 25 miles from 
Raleigh Three suspects in a pickup truck 
were arrested about 30 minutes later eight 
miles away from the site of the shooting. 
Durham County sheriff's deputies said 
all six victims were believed to be riding in 
a panel truck, which was riddled with 36 
bullet holes.

Hummel recommended that the legislature move into 
temporary quarters in the newer, earthquake-safe east 
wing until its present chambers can be rebuilt or until a 
completely new Capitol can be constructed.

Bobby Lee Hunter and 


the ‘Olympic Spirit’

NEW 
YORK—(NEA)—Grumblingly, 
Willi 
Daume, 
president of the Olympic Organizing Committee, and 
Avery Brundage, president of the International Olympic 
Committee, are interpreting the standards and ideals by 
which men must live. 
These two men bravely carry a heavy burden, as their 
gilt-edged, self-righteous, inflated and flatulent positions 
indicate. 
They are in charge of the 1972 Olympics in Munich 
and are virtually on their hands and knees in squint-eyed 
hunt for the least bit of taint. 
Lo and behold, they found one. His name is Bobby 
Lee Hunter. Herr Duame and Mr. Brundage don’t want 
him in their Olympics. 
Bobby Lee is training for a spot on the U.S. Olympic 
boxing team. His problem, as far as the pair of gloomy, 
betitled, self-deified gentlemen are concerned, is that 
Bobby Lee is a convict. While this satisfies his amateur 
requirements (obviously he is receiving no money under 
the bars), it does not satisfy the domicile requirements 
as interpreted by Herr Daume and Mr. Brundage. 
‘ An Olympic athlete should be an example to youth,” 
pronounced Daume. Mr. Brundage added that “ each par­ 
ticipant must have adhered to the Olympic spirit ” 
Now, it is true that few people would want their kiddies 
to grow up lionizing a 22-year-old black man who is 
serving his sixth year of an 18-year sentence for man­ 
slaughter. 
But it is also true that our jails are ideally supposed 
to be places for rehabilitation, for making a man “ see 
the light ” 
“ It’s like a onetime sinner who gets religion.” said 
Jesse Owens, former Olympic star. “ Do you hold his 
past against him now that he is doing the Lord’s work’>” 
If there is such a thing as rehabilitation, then Bobby 
Lee Hunter is a bright example of it, according to Arthur 
Lentz, head of the United States Olympic Committee. 
But Lentz is at the mercy of Biundage’s decree. 
"Maybe the idea of a man overcoming a mistake—and 
we all make mistakes—is something that youth should 
look up to," said Lentz. 
In any event, bobby Lee Hunter appears the ideal 
prisoner. He has been so clean that the warden of the 
Manning Correctional Institution in South Carolina has 
allowed Bobby to train daily at a nearby school—with a 
guard accompanying him—to travel with the guard, to 
the Pan-Am Games in Cali, Colombia (where he won a 
bronze medal), to travel with a U.S. team to Moscow, 
and also to light in AAU tournaments (he is the current 
flyweight champ). 
The youth of Colombia. Russia and even the United 
States have been, at last report, hardly sullied by Hunt­ 
er’s noxious presence. 
‘‘What’s hard to define," said Arthur Lentz, “ is just 
what an example for our youth is." 
Should it be the drug users who are so prevalent 
among Olympians? For example, 1968 decathlon winner 
BUI Toomey said. ‘ 1 didn’t take drugs during Ihe Mexico

City Olympics to get ahead of my competition, hut to 
stay even with it.” 
Should it be the so-called amateurs who take money 
from certain a d v e r t i s e r s and benefactors? “ Hardly 
one of us," said Susan Chaffee, former Olympic medal- 
winning skier, "is a true amateur. We couldn’t eat if 
we were." 
Or should youth look up to someone like Mr. Brundage, 
who in 1936, at the time of the Olympic Games in Berlin, 
was sage enough to observe that “ no nation since ancient 
Greece has captured the true Olympic spirit as has 
Germany." He said it above the boom of goose-stepping 
jackboots 
Or should youth look up with star gazed eyes to Herr 
Daume, a German with a starkly short memory. 
Herr Daume. it would seem, should be painfully aware 
of rehabilitation. After all. his country is still literally 
paying its war debt in financial reparations to Euroj>ean 
countries and to Israel Also, thousands of individuals 
all over the world still receive monthly checks from the 
German government for the “ tyranny suffered at the 
hands of the Nazis ’’ 
If the Olympics can go back to Germany, then Bobby 
l^e Hunter can go to the Olympics.

But spectators who know 
Medick is blind and hear 
him announce games at Joe 
Rodgers Park are amazed 
at his ability. He sits only a 
short distance behind the 
plate but can call every play 
instantly. 
And 
he 
will 
demonstrate his ability for 
interested bystanders. 


“ 1 have done calls for 
radio 
during

the midwest,' he said. “ It’s 
not hard once you get

uncanny 
ab ility 
to 
distinguish sounds on the 
playing field. 
“ I’ve followed softball for 
so long I can tell where the 
ball’s going and how cleanly 
it's been hit. I know every 
player's way of hitting and 
the sound tells me if the ball 
has been popped up, hit to 
the outfield or caught. I 
study 
every 
pitcher's 
delivery for its sound 
“ Sure I get crossed up 
once in a while. I try to be 
oblivious to outside noise. 
The crowd is behind me, the 
ball is in front. I remember 
one 
time 
I 
was 
embarrassed I called a hit 
a homer and it was a ground 
rule double that bounced 
over the fence. Once when I 
was doing a game on radio, I 
called a strike on a guy but 
the umpire ruled 
it an 
illegal pitch and a ball 
which let the winning run 
come in.” 
Asked how he knows when 
pitching changes are being 
made, he points out he could 
tell that the hurler was 
being hit and from the sound 
of his delivery that he was 
losing his stuff. 
“ I know these managers 
so well, I listen for him 
coming out of the dugout 
and going to the mound.’ he 
said. 
Medick 
has 
literally 
hundreds of clues he listens 
to. Some pitchers grunt 
when they throw certain 
pitches. Others scrape their 
feet on some pitches. A ball 


landing in the glove of a 
fielder 
has 
an 
entirely 
different sound from one 
landing on the ground And 
the sound tells him to which 
field it is hit. 
Medick was reared in the 
Columbus, Ohio, area and 
when he was a boy of four 
years his great grandfather, 
who had been a baseball 
player, started teaching him 
the game. 
“ He would take me out 
and run me around the 
bases. 
If I could do it 
without holding his hand, he 
would 
give me 
an 
ice 
cream. I learned what a 
diamond was like. Then he 
would take me in the stands, 
usually on the third base 
side, where after a while I 
could 
tell 
what 
was 
happening on the field from 
the sounds.” 
Medick, 
who 
attended 
Ohio State University and 
was 
graduated 
from 
Western 
Reserve 
University, said he actually 
got 
started 
announcing 
games at a tournament held 
at Ohio State. 
“ I would go out there and 
follow the play,' he said. 
“ One day the announcer 
didn’t 
show 
up. 
The 
scorekeeper didn't want to 
do it, so I sat down and did 
it. That was much harder 
than it is today. I was 
further 
away 
from 
the 
backstop and the field was 
near a mental hospital and 
the patients kept running 
around and hollering 
Medick came west and his 
interest in softball took him 
to Culver City where he 
assisted the announcer and 


eventually 
became 
the 
announcer for the team 
there. In 1960 he moved to 
Long 
Beach 
and 
the 
firefighters there had a 
softball team and asked him 
to announce. 
Later he began calling for 
the Long Beach Nite Hawks, 
the most famous softball 
team in the country, again 
inheriting the job when an 
announcer quit. 
Medick’s 
newspaper 
career started in 1960 when 
he sat with a sports writer 
while not calling the game. 
The writer had to go in early 
and asked him to cover the 
final three innings. 
At the Long Beach paper 
he 
learned 
they 
were 
looking for someone to take 
suburban sports items over 
the telephone. 
“ I said I could type and 
wrote in college. One thing 
led to another.” 
“ That summer the young 
man who was handling their 
junior 
baseball 
coverage 
quit. I offered to do it. I 
organized 
the 
junior 
baseball setup and I’m still 
handling it. In addition to 
junior baseball and softball 
I handle junior American 
Legion and Connie Mack 
league games.” 
During football season, 
Medick handles the desking 
of suburban prep football 
and he has his share of work 
taking basketball as well. 
Medick is happy with his 
life and feels he is doing a 
competent job, and his asso­ 
ciates at the paper agree.
